The ainotmt of money expended by 


tourists in Europe has, if official records 
abroad are to be accepted as authentic, 
increased enormously of late years. 
There has beeu recently filed with tut 
Swiss minister of finance and customs 
at Bern a detailed statement of hotel 
receipts in that country, from which it 
appears that the gross receipts of Swiss 
hotels rose from 62,800,000 francs in 
1880 to 114,883,OOOin 1894. The entire 
annual expenses of the Swiss republic 
amount in a year to between 80,'000,OOH 
and 90,000,000 francs (the budget for 
this year is given at the latter figure), 
and it would seem, therefore, very much 
na if the hotels of Switzerland take in 
In a year more thau the government it- 
f elf cloea 


The Swiss figures are not the only 


oiies fiunished m Europe recently on 
this point. A French record shows that 
e\ery year there are 270,000 foreigners 
who pass from a fortnight to a whole 
winter on the Kiviera. Every person is 
supposed to expend on an average 1,000 
francs, or $200, in tho country In oth- 
er words, tho foreign visitors spend in 
the conn try every winter the sum of 
$54,000,000 The English aro put down 
us contributing one-third of this amount; 
t-ie French themselves contribute anoth- 
er third; Germans, Belgians, Dutch, 
Russians and Americans contribute the 
remainder. From being a poor country 
when it was annexed to France in 1800 
Nice has become one of the richest dn- 
partments of the republic 


Somo figures recently compiled of the 


revenues to hotels from touri&ts in Paris 
show the average number of foreign 
usitors to be 60,000 
It is customary 


to estimate at 10 francs, or $2, a day 
the hotel bills of strangers in Paris. 
Estimating at $2 a day each the hotel 
bills of 60,000 tourists and at about as 
much more their other outlays it is to 
be seen that tourists in Paris can be put 
down for an expenditure of nearly $260, - 
000 a day. 


Tho total turn expended by tourists 


in Europe in a year is probably not very 
far from $700,800,000, and a very con- 
siderable portion of this comes from the 
pockets, tho purses and the bankers' 
balances of Americans, who are pro- 
verbially the most liberal among travel- 
ers 
Russians come second, Brazilians

The mere thought of 
having to order a coat or buy a pair of 
glo\ es caused him the most acute dis- 
comfort.

iho medical dictionaries call agoraphobia 
—the dread of the crowd, of the gaze of 
other people. All public speakers have 
known this feeling—even, it is said, the 
brazen M. Rochcfort. Cicero, used as ho 
svas to the rostrum, was prevented by 
"blue funk" from delivering his "Mi- 
Ionian" speech 
M. Sarcey, who has 


lectured every week for 20 years, saya 
he has never been able to conquer his 
timidity. Paillet, a famous Parisian ad- 
vocate, was so nervous that he used tc 
bay ho half hoped some accident woulc 
happen to him in the street on his way 
to tho court, so that he might be pre- 
vented from appearing Veteran actors, 
when they are worth their salt, seldom 
get over their "stage fright"

The bill for the payment of Califor- 


nia, Oregou uo'l Nevada war claims 
may become a Uw at the uext session 
of Congress. It WHS in conference at 
the time Congress adjourned. 
This 


conference consists of three Senators, 
among whom are Stewart and Teller, 
and three Representatives. 
Though 


the Semite pat-seel the w<ir claims bill 
at several sessions it was itivaiiably de- 
feated in I he House. 
The prusent 


House conferees admit that they are 
not familiar with the history of the 
claims uud want more light on the sub- 
ject. 
, 


This ia not surprising in view of the 


fact that nvery Republican newspaper 
in Nuvad-i charged, when the bill was 
Intioduced by S-iuator Stewart, that it 
waa doue for political purposes. 
The 


editors of those papers kuew nothing 
of the mei its of the claims and prefer 
red embracing the opportunity to mis- 
represent Senator Stewart to taking 
the trouble to inform themselves. The 
House conferees were mote considerate 
and expressed their willingness to hear 
evidence regarding the validity of the 
claims from those who know the facts. 
With this npoiiraiii'e on th*ir part it is 
morally I'lTtHin that tlie cliiims will he 
allowed tit the short session of Con- 
gress next winter. 


There H uo question as to the valid- 


ity of the Nevada Piute war cslaimc. 
Themonpywas expended legitimately 
as the vouchers on flle in the office of 
the State Controller prove, aud Oon- 
Kress when advised of the facts cannot 
well afford to diunllow the claims.

When war was declared against Spain 


the goMitos in and out of Congress in- 
sisted that the war loan should be p«y- 
able in gjid coin. The law makos all 
bonds issued by the Government re- 
deemable iu com aud tho Matthew's 
resolution defines coin to be gold or 
silver dollars, the latter to contain 
41% «raiu3 -of silver eaoh. The gold 
trust signified its willingness to take 
Government 
securities 
if 
Congress 


would ui«ke llw securities payable in 
gold. Mr. Bawl's branch of the Na- 
tiot'al Ligialrtture was willing to con.- 
ply with the r^q len of the mnuey 
trust, but t jere were quite a number o 
Senators who did not ttnuk tbera was 
any necessity for issijiu« bonds of any 
description and the House rather than 
have a new issue of greenbacks aud uo 
band", uuds no soiious attempt to 
mike the bonds payable in uold. Now 
tha loan to the amount of $200,000,000 
has been taken an I every bond issued 
is redeemable iu coin—«old or stand 
ard dollars—at • he option of tbe Gov 
ercmen*. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, who was a Cleveland goldbug, 
elects to pay all Government obliga- 
tions iu gold, but the people are hope- 
ful that his successor will be a man 
who will abide by thu letter aud spirit 
of the contract printed on every bond 
aud redeem those obligations with gold 
and silver, the muuey of the Constitu- 
tion. 


The new loan proves that the people 


are not averse to the use of silvei us 
well as gold, as they did not hesitate to 
purchase bonds which are redeemable 
iu either or both tnHals. 


According to u London special from 


Madrid Seno Bagasta, the Premier, has 
again offered to resljn and bas been 
counseled by the Queen to ad via* with 
other leaders relative to bit future 
course. 


It is reported that Qeneral Weyler is 


likely to form a Cabinet with Qeneral 
Polavieja as Minister of War. 
The 


combination will support the dynasty, 
repeal the suspension of constitutional 
rights and continue the war. 


Reports from Barcelona say that 


there is a growing movement in favor 
of intervention on tbe part of France 
and that France wilt be asked to take 
Catalonia, of which Barceloa is tbe cap- 
ital, under protection. 


Tbe inhabitant* of the Canary Islands 


are panic stricken at the prospect of an 
American attack. 
The wealthy people 


have gone into the interior and great 
misery prevails. 


Good progress is being made in rais- 


ing the Maria Teresa and it is believed 
she can be saved. The board of officers 
have also examined tbe Reu4 Mercedes 
and it is thought she can also be raised. 


General 
Aguinaldo, the insurgent 


leader in the Philippines, is eminently 
in favor of annexation to tbe United 
States. Other prominent families in 
tbe Philippine fi.vor tbe movement.

Company B Mattered Into tlnclo Sam'* 


Service. 


The third company of the Nevada 


Battalion of U. 8 Volunteers was mut- 
tered into the service of the United 
States yesterday afternoon. 
It 
In 


known as Company B, the Emmetts of 
Virginia Oity, and consists of three 
commissioned officers, namely, Cap- 
tain G. E. Sanders of JElko, First Lieu- 
tenant G. D. Pyne of Virginia City, 
Second Lieutenant William Rigsby of 
Eiko, and 100 men. The men were en- 
listed in Companies B and E and were 
consolidated. Major 
Morrison came 


]ere in command of one of these com- 
panies before he was elected Major. 
Several of the men are from Lincoln 
county, more came from Elko, and 
probably one-third or more of the 
whole number 
fiom 
Virginia Oity. 


Mastering Officer Bennett before be 
administered the oath, which is taken 
by all United States troops, informed 
the men, who were drawn cp in double 
ranks at shoulder arms, that they were 
at liberty to leave the ranks, but not 
one of them showed the slightest dis- 
position to do so. All took the oath in 


clear, distinct voice and when the 


ceremony was over a cheer went up 
from the crowd of spectators. All the 
men are requiied to subscribe to the 
oath, in fact, they have to sign three 
roll*, su that it takes considerable time 
to complete the mnst»r of 103 men. 


Company A, the Nationals of Vir- 


ginia City, and Company D of Winne- 
mucca consolidated under the name of 
A Company. The officers are Captain 
Charles Colburn of Virginia City, First 
Lieutenant Lee Windle of Winnemucca, 
and Second Lieutenant Henry Conrad 
of Virginia City. The company has 
only 95 enlisted men, which is five less 
than the minimum ana the Mustering 
Officer telegraphed the War Depart- 
ment tor instructions as the twelve 
days for which the Department fur- 
nishes rations betwec n enlistment «nd 
muster expired last night. The officers 
say they will recruit the company up 
to the maximum in a day or two, but 
Mustering Officer Bennett is a soldier 
and obeys instructions from tue War 
Department, and Company A was not 
mustered in yeeterd«y.

in Nevada until the arms now on the 
way arrive, as it is expected to leave 
the Stale fully equipped for bervice.

Lincoln County Teacher* Institute And 


Other Matters. 


EDVTOB JOURNAL: 
I have just re 


turned from attending a Lincoln 
county Teacher's Institute held at Pa- 
naoa by F. M. MoN«mee, the County 
Superintendent uf 
Lincoln county, 


and as this ia about the first county 
institute held in the State, I thought 
that a short account of ic might be of 
nterest to your readers'. 
First it might be in order to give an 


dea of the location aud a description 
of 
Panaoa. In order to reach this 


little farming community in Lincoln 
county, one must go to S.ilt Lake, from 
there taks the Utah Central railroad to 
Mllford, and then by stage one hun- 
dred and twenty miles, which is a con- 
tinuous trip, taking twenty-four hour?, 
arriving inFauaca in a most dilapidated 


audition. 
The town is a little farming village 


ot from three to four hundred inhabi- 
tants, and without exception, I think, 
they are members of the Morman 
Church. Some people who are not fa- 
miliar with those of this creed may 
think that the fact that they are mem- 
bers of the Mormon Church stamps 
them as uncouth and non-progressive, 
but this is far from being the truth. I 
wtis charmed by the contentment and 
quiet perseveiance of this 
people. 


They are very much in favor of pro- 
gress in education, very patriotic, gen- 
tle, hospitable and ambitious. 


The Institute bad been in progress 


one day when I arrived, and they bad 
a well arranged program for the next 
day. 
There were some twelve or fif- 


teen tenehers present, who attended all 
the meetings faithfully and showed 
greatiuteiest in the discussions, but 
not only did the teachers attend, but 
the town's people attended in great 
number?, in, fact, the meeting hall 
was uncomfortably crowded at every 
meeting, and there was a very large 
proportion of men. This was very en 
cournging t2 me, for I think it shows 
that the County Institute can be made 
a great benefit to education in tb's 
State, and I would like very much to 
see some of cur Superintendents in 
counties more favored than Lincoln 
county, try an Institute. 


We are 
about 
the only State 


where these County Institutes are not 
held regularly once a year, and there 
ia no reason why we should renjain 
longer at the end ot the procession 
in this matter, for Mr. McNamee con 
ducted this Institute almost without 
expense, and I am sure he his done 
great deal of good for his county in 
educational matters. In fact the peo- 
ple were so much interested that they 
invited me to utay another day and ad- 
drees them on the matter of a county 
high school for Lincoln oouuty. 'Ibis

Mr. Spratley Says That We Gpt It From 


Ancient Ecrypt, 


W. J. Spratley, to use his plain Eng- 


lish name, has favored us with a copy 
of a letter he has addressed to The In- 
stitute end Lecturers' Gazette on the 
etymology of the word "Hurrah!" 
which Mr. Spratley spells l!Hoorah!" 
We have been vaguely cherishing the 
idea that it had a Russian origin, bnt 
Mr. Spratley takes us to ancient Egypt 
in his etymological search. He thinks 
1' there can be no doubt that the Egyptian 
soldiers went into battle to the inspirit- 
ing cheer of'HooBa I HooRa! HooRal' " 
and if the average questioning man asks 
why, lie staggers him with this: "Be- 
cause HooRa (in the tongue of the 
Ihothmes and Rameses) means 'The 
king, the king, the king!' Yea, more. As 
'Ra' means not only king, but also God 
and man, the concentrated meaning of 
the cry would be, 'For God, king and 
country I' What more loyal, what more 
patriotic, what more devout?" "What, 
indeed I 


But lest we should haply still doubt, 


Mr. Spratley clinches the matter by cit- 
ing, in corroboration, the fact that his 
name, in Egypitian roots, is Sa-pa-Ra- 
ta-y, 
or 
Sa-pa-Hoo-Ra-ta-y, 
which 


means "Son of heaven, king of the 
two hemispheres," and if the authority 
ox a gentleman of this descent is not 
good enough for the mere doubter, even 
Mr. Si-pa, etc., may well despair of 
convincing him. More than this, if Mr. 
Spratley's Egyptian name means any- 
thing—and this is an open question—it 
wlso signifies "King of lower Egypt and 
king of upper Egypt," or "Emperor 
Of the World." But what we chiefly 
like it for is that it seems to settle an- 
other point that may well have baffled 
the philologist—namely, the genesis of 
the once familiar refrain "Ta-ra-ra- 
boom-de-ay." Is it possible that Miss 
Lottie Collins and the street urchin 
have been singing ancient Egyptian, as 
Mr. Jourdain spoke prose, 
without
